He Pope, tho’ he has pretty well reco- 

ver'd his Health, yet could not affift at 

the Chappel which was held in St. Sabina 

on Ath-Wednesday, but Cardinal Colle- 

redo, Grand Penitenfiary, gave the Bene- 
diction, and diftributed the Afhes. On the 21ft.the 
Confervators and other Officers of the Roman Peo- 
ple, went in Proceffion from the Capitol to the 
Church of St. Peter, to perform a Vow they made 
in the general Confternation caus’d by the Earth- 
quake. The Pope has approv’d of the Memorial 
prefented to him on that ubject ; which decrees, 
that annually, on the Eve of St. Matthias , the Ma- 
giftrates of Rome fhall go in Proceffion from the 
Church of Araceli to that of St. Beter, and there of- 
fer 4 Wax Candles. That on St. Matthias Day, 
they fhall affift at a Solemn Mafs, which fhall be ce- 
lebtated in the Church of Araczli by a Roman Pre- 
late, when a Sermon fhall likewife be preach’d 5 
This to be done for 5 Years fucceffively, on the 
Sunday that falls within the Octaves of the Feaft of 
the ;Purification of the Virgin. That during one 
Year, The Magiftrates hall affift in a Body every 
Saturday, at the Litanies of the Virgin, in the Church 
of Santa Maria in Campitelli. That Means fhall be., 
found to oblige all Perfons of Quality, Men and Wo- 
man, to wear Black, without any Ornament, for 
one Year. Thatfor 5 fucceffive Years, even in the 
Carnival, all Mafquerades, Horfe races, Feafting, 
Balls, Reprefentations of Comedies, Tragedies, and 
Operas, fhall be prohibited, in all Places, the Colle- 
ges and Seminarys not excepted. That the Eve of 
the Purification fhall be obferv’d with ftrict Fafting, 
atleaft inRome. Finally , that an Edict fhall be 
made, to reform all Excefs in owe Equipage and 
way of living, which has undone Families, and given 
great Offence to Strangers. 

From the Harlem and Amfterdam Courants,

Rome, March 10. A Congregation has been held 
in the Pope’s Palace, in which it was confulted what 
Precautions are proper to betaken for the Security 
of the Coafts of the Ecclefiaftical State, His Holi- 
nefs being well affur’d, that a Squadron of Englith 
and Dutch Men of War will come this Summer into 
the Mediterranean ; and it was refolv’d thar 300 
chofen Men fhould be fent to reinforce the Garrifon 
of Civita Vecchia. On Wednesday laft, the Vene- 
tian Ambaffador had Audience of the Pope, about 
the Affairs of Lombardy ; after which, the Heer 
Caunits the German Auditor of the Rota, was ad- 
mitted, and defir’d an Anfwer to a Letter lately writ- 
ten by the Emperor to His Holinefs ; accordingly a 
Letter was deliver’d him that Evening to be fent to 
His Imperial Majefty.

_ Rome, March 10. Ic was refolv’d in a Congrega- 
ton of State, held fome Days ago, that the Gafrri- 
fons of Civira Vecchia and other Maritime Places of 
the Ecclefiaftical State, fhall be reinforc’d. The Mer- 
chants of this City make ufe of all the Means they 


can devife to prevent the Publifhing of the Edi& ro 
reftrain Profufenefs, forefeeing it would ruine their 
Commerce. Not forgetting to urge principally, that 
fuch a reftraint would fink the Cuftoms of the Apo- 
ftolical Chamber very low. The Pope has admo- 
nifh’d all the Cardinals to fee that their Domefticks 
be inftructed in the Catechifm, being inform’d that 
moft of them are ignorant of the Principles of Chri- 
ftianity ; and Signior Bonaventura, the Pope’s Al- 
moner, has compos’d by Order of His HolinefS a 
Book intitul’d 4 new Method of Chriftian Doftrine ; 
which is diftributed in every Parith. We are not 
wholly recover'’d yet from our Fears of a new Earth- 
quake, and feveral Perfons keep without the City 
under Tents ftill. Befides the Sums given by the 
Cardinals Imperiali, San Cafareo, and others, for 
the Relief of thofe Families the Earthquake ruin’d, 
the Auditors of the Rota have contributed Money to 
the fame Ufe. The Pope frequently reiterates his 
Exhortations to the Prelates of his Court to abftain 
from the Converfation of the Ladies. And has for- 
bidden Gaming, efpecially at Cards, in the Sacred 
Palace. He has likewife commanded Signior Palla- 
vicini Governor of Rome, to fee good Orders kept 
in the City, and feverely to punith Vagabonds, who 
ftrole about the Streets in the Night and commit 
frequent Robberies. ‘The Pope has not yet approv’d 
‘the Nomination of Signior Olmo to the Arch- 
bifhoprick of Palermo by the King of Spain, and ‘tis 
thought he will let it reft till the Point of the Inve- 
ftiture is determin’d. The Tribunal of the Holy 
Office, is watchful, with its accuftom’d Rigour, to 
fupprefs all new Sects, and the Authors of feveral 
lately difcover’d, have been taken up and fent, fome 
to the Galleys,others to the Prifon of the Holy Office, 
and others to the Mad-houfe.

Rome, March 13. On Sunday laft the Earth fhook 
at Perugia, and did fome damage to that City. The 
Pope is refolv’d to go in Pilgrimage to Loretto 
about the middle of April. Signior Olivieri, Secre- 
tary of the Pope’s Letters, has been frequently in

The laft Letrers fromMilan confirm the landing of 
a good part of the 18000 Recruits for the French 
Troops in Italy, at Final, and on the Coaft of the 
State of Genoa ; and add that 9 Companies of Foor 
of 50 Men each are levying in Milan. That to pre- 
vent the Excurfions of the Huffars inco the Cremo- 
neze, all the Boat-Bridges onthe Oglio, the Adda, 
and other Rivers,are taken away; and the People of 
all the Townsand Villages of that Country, are or- 
der’d toring out the Alarum Bell, when they per- 
ceive any Party of Hufiars: That the French Go- 
vernor of Cremona, has extorted 3400 Crowns of 
the Inhabiranrs of 12 Villages, as allo of the Monks 
of a certain Conventin that Province, for not giving 
him timely Information of the March of that Party 
of ‘Huffars who had like to have taken the laft Con- 
voy of Money from Milan to Cremona. And that 
the French have fummon’d the Villages of the Par- 
inezan, in the Neighbourhood of Berfello, to furnith 
10 Men each to be employ’d in the Batteries and 
other Works that are making before that Place ; 
But feveral of them who were fore’d into rhat Ser- 
vice, having been kill’d by the Fire of the Befieged, 
the reft have abandon’d their Dwellings and are fled 
clear away.
